The 1-Iarch, 1955, administrative reports from all offices reflect 

increlsed f?om 7,227 to 7,623, which represents a statistical increase 
of from 31.2 per cent to 33. o. per cent.

In January, 195^, the New York delinquency stood at 53 per cent. 
It was reduced! however, iA February, 195^, to 32 per cent and during tne 
Jeriod hI?c1i through Se^tonber 195S averaged 38 per cent, October, 
1951+, the Hew York security delinquency dropped to 30.9 P^^ cent, on 
November 30. 195^f, to 29.3 per cent, and on December 31, 195^-, to ^o.M- per 
S the f Lure in each successive instance representing the lowest ^ 
p|?centa^e ofdcuSquency in the security classifications which had existed

basis%r?he%SrSu' ifSaSuary, 1955, the New York security delinquency 



increased froa 26, ^- per 'cent 'in December, 195^j the lowest figure ever 
computed for that office, to 27.7 per cent as of January 31, 1955. The 
security delinquency as of February 28, 1955, was h-0.5 per cent. 

The Hew York administrative report for Iferch, 1955, reveals that 
security delinquency has increased still further to ^5*9 per cent as of 
March 31, 1955. Pending active matters in classifications ♦ 
dropped froa 6,120 to 5,9SO while delinquent .-matters increased substantially 
from 2,^81 to 2,719. It was noted that New York's over-all delinquency 
also increased during the past month from 30,1 per cent to 32 per cent.

The New York Office has approximately 26 per cent of the pending 
active natters in the ' , .♦ 5 , classifications in the entire field. 
This office also has approximately 36 Der cent of the number of delinquent 
items in these classifications throughout the field. The average delinquenc; 
in all other offices at the end of March, 1955, was approximately 30 per 
cent. The New York delinquency was ^5-9 per cent as previously noted. 

The bulk of the New York backlog and delinquency is in the ' 
classification. During March, 1955, the number of pending active 
matters in the • classification in the Hew York Office decreased from 
H-,6i3 to M-,T-u2. The number cf delinquent matters in this classification

SAC called from New York at 11:25 a.m., 4/19/55, and 

stated he had conferred with his subordinates relative to the new 
criteria for the Security Index. He stated that, in view of the 
fact that the information concerning many of the Security Index 
subjects had been secured through the medium of highly confidential 
sources and techniques, we might encounter difficulty before the 
various hearing boards in making our cases hold up. wondered 
whether I had any observations on the matter. 

I informed ' that it was not antici'pated that the Bureau 
would have to rely solely upon legally admissible evidence in its 
py ^oci* iu^i lun uj (ju^es bejore zne nearmg Ooards which would be 
established for the purpose of hearing cases concerning those indivi- 
duals pichea up under tne emergency detention proaram. I pointed 
out to him that data received through highly confidential sources 
should definitely be considered in the preparation of reports under 
this program and in reaching a determination as to whether the 
person should be retained on or removed from thq Security Index 
under the revised criteria. I pointed out to that obviously 

the information to be presented to the boards by agents would be 
so phrased as not to reflect the exact identity of the source, but 
the substance would nevertheless be mckde available to the board to 
permit the board to reach a final conclusion relative to the 
detention of the subject. stated that my observations 

clarified his problem. ^ 

I have discussed this matter with Assistant Director , 
who advised that in his recent visits at the Los Angeles, San Franci sco 
Seattle and Chicago Offices, there appeared to be no mi sunderstanding 
concerning this particular point. A check of the SAC letter dated 
4/12/55, containing the new instructions on Security Index, reflects 
that data procured through "reliable sources, informants or individuals 
should be taken into consfderation in reaching a decision relative 
to the retention of the i ndividual upon the Security Index. Obviously, 
a highly confic^cntial source is a reliable source and ivould come v^ithin 
the purview of the problem posed by SAC . Since this problem

In SAC Letter #55-30 dated April 12, 19'55. the fiRld 
was insLructea xo review all Security Index cases (26,320 as 
of April 15, 1955) J and forv;ard a memorandum in each case to 
the Bureau with a recommendation as to whether the name of the 
subject should be retained or deleted from our Security Index. 
The SAC Letter set out the new criteria and fiirnished the field 
explicit instructions as to the information which shonlri

This review will encompass a critical analysis of 
each and every Security Index case in the light of our new, 
more string ent criteria. Therefore, before the entire project 
lis completod six months from April 12 or on October 12, 1955, 
the field will have sent to the Bureau 26,320 menoranda. The 
•bulk of this mail will reach the Bureau within 90 days because 



the deadlines have been 'staggered so that the smaller offices 
(less than 1,000 subjects) must complete the project in 60 
days, larger offices (over 1,00(3 subjects) in 90 days, 
excepting Ue\-i York (apuroximtely 7,200 subjects), in si:c 
months. V/ithin 60 days, there will be received at the Bureau 
over 18,000 memoranda. This influx of mail is, of course, 
over and above the^re^ular mail being received in the Domestic 
Intelligence Division. 

We have learned from experience that questions "will 
be raised in a certain jJercentage of the incoming memoranda 
vhich can only be resolved by correspondence with the field; 
thus, before the entire project is completed, it is estimated that 
well over 30,000 memoranda will be received at the Bureau for 
processing. 

Present Status of Work 

The Domestic Intelligence Division is heavily burdened 
at the present time with expedite matters in addition to the 
normal flow of mail. In order to meet this situation, the 
personnel in the division has contributed a considerable amount 
of'voluntary overtime.

Previous Review at Seat of Government 

In the previous review which was started under the 
old criteria and was discoitinued on March ?» 1955j in addition 
to reviewing the information received from the field, we also 
made a file review at the Seat of Government (SOG). This was 
necessary inasmuch as in many instances application of tlie old 
criteria to a given set of facts required the use of independent 
judgment. The obtaining and reviewing of files is time consuming 
and several weeks after the project started we had accumulated 
more than 2,000 delinauetit pieces of mail on the project despite 
the fact that we had assigned additional manpower to the project 
from the other sections within- the Domestic Intelligence Division 
and made every possible effort to process the mail as rapidly as 
possible, 
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Supervision of the Review at the Seat of Government 

The Executives* Conference ccnsldered three proposed 
methods for handling the Security Index Review Project at 
the SOG.

The Executives* Conference was imanimous in agreeing 
that regardless of which method is approved, additional man- 
power v/ill be required to properly handle the review project. 
The extent of acl^itional manpower for temporary assignment to 
the project will depend on whether individual case files are 
reviewed at the SOG and the rapidity with which these cases 
are processed by the field. In any of the three proposed 
methods, however, thete will be borderline cases which will 
require special attention. These cases will require memoranda 
which will be reviewed at a section or division level.

UTie advantages of the above are listed by Los Angeles as 

(1) this would eliminate administrative handling at office of origin 
in reopening case. Apent file' review, preparation, dictation, tran- 
scription and transmittal of letter to Bureau requesting semi-annual 
reverification and would likewise eliminate the same administrative 
handling at the Bureau involving transmittal of letter to Legal 
Attaches abroad.

Jn connection with this review the field and the Bureau will 
Btrictly apply to all caees the standards set out in our revised criteria^ 
Jn order to insure that the field has not over looked any pertinent 
information, file reviews will be made at the Sect of Government in each 
instance wherein the field recommends the name of a subject be retained 
in the Security Index. It is anticipated that as a result of the time

As I pointed out In SAC Letter 55-8 of February 2, 1955, 
Ithe Attorney General has advised me that he does not have the funds 
lor manpower to review the Security Index cases. This means, of

rests entirely upon the FBI, placing us in the undesirable position 
of beind, both the investigator and prosecutor with respect to these 
subjects, most of whom are United States citizens. We must take 
every moans at our disposal to Insure that these cases are completely 
sound and that it is established beyond question that the subjects 
are potentially dangerous. 

The p;eneral review of all Security Index cases in the field 
Is being reinstituted, effective at once. This is not a continuation 
of the review initiated by , the above SAC Letter. It fs a complete 
restudy of eacn and every Security Index case in the lir^ht of newly- 
adopted criteria, set forth hprpin^f hpr. ^w'^rKc^f^ by these in- 
structions:

Indexs It is felt tliat th3 Security Flash Ibtice serves as another tool 
Y/hiich could continue to be used in keenins: \xo vdth the v;hereshcuts of 
security subjects v/hich do not remain on the Security Index* 

As far as the field, is concerned, ivhen Security Flasli ICotices 
have already been placed, tice and effort is expencied in removing this 
notice, vjhereas if * the Security Flash Notice should remain, such effort 
TJill be nil. 

Section 87C, Manual of Instructions, provides that the Security 
Flash Ifotice v;ill be placed only in cases v/here security subjects are on 
the Security Index. It is suggested th^t the Bureau consider ch^.ging 
the Manual of Instructions to provide that Security Flash Ibtices, Y;here 
previously placed, be continued if so desired by the field even though a 
subject is removed from the Security Index.

The New York administrative report for April, 1955, reveals 
that security delinquency has been reduced sharply to 35.7 per cent as 
of Aijril 30, 1955. Pend-ing active matters in classifications 
and ^ diojped from 5,920 to 5,^4^5 while delinquent patters also 
decreased substantially from 2,719 to 1,9^5. It was noted that New 
york«s over-ail delinquency , decreased during the past montn iron J<d 
Der cent to 25.6 per cent. We are sending a letter to New York 
coLien?ln^ upon their progress during the past month and instructing 
that they continue in their efforts to bring security delinquency to 
lower levels. 

The New York Office has aporoximately 25 per cent of the 
pending active matters in the , . - ' classifications in the 

entire field. This office also has approximately 29 per cent of the 
number of delinquent items in these classifications throughout the 
field. The average delinquency in all other offices at the end of 
Apiil, 1955, was appioxiidii'tely 29.^ per Cenl. The New York dexxnqaency 
was 35.7 per cent as previously noted* 

The bulk of the New York backlog and delinquency is in the 
'classification. During ^^arch, 1955, the number of pending active 
matters in the . classification in the New York Office decreased from 
k h62 to h 129. The number of delinauent matters in this classification 
decreased horn 2,28? to 1,595 ^'-'ith a statistical decrease from 50.I per 
cent for March 31, 1955, to 38.6 per cent as of April 30, 1955.
